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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 10-18, 22-43, and 46-48 are pending in the instant application. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Applicants' Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) of July 7, 2006, has been considered 
by the Examiner. Please refer to the signed copy of Applicants 5 PTO-1449 form, submitted 
herewith. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of Applicants' Amendment of July 7, 2006. The Examiner 
notes with appreciation the cancellation of claim 2 1 and the amendment of claim 48, in order to 
overcome rejections to the claims. Amendments are also noted to claims 10, 17, 18, and 39 in 
order to improve clarity. 

3. Accordingly, claims 10-18, 22-43, and 46-48 are in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 
In view of Applicants' amendatory changes and cancellations, claims 10-18, 22-43, and 46-48 
are allowable, as newly renumbered claims 1-34. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application relates to novel propanolamine compounds, their pharmaceutical 
compositions, processes of preparation, and methods of using them for treating dysuria, 
pollakiuria, and urinary incontinence, etc. The allowable subject matter in this case is limited to 
methods of treating various urinary disorders using compounds of formulae (IV)-(VIII) of claim 
10, as well as compounds of formula (I) of claims 36, their process of preparation, and their 
pharmaceutical compositions. The instant application is a CON of 09/646,878, which is now 
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U.S. Pat. No. 6,495,546. Certain propanolamine compounds are known in the art as being useful 
P3 adrenergic receptor agonists, however the aspect of treating the same conditions as instantly 
claimed, utilizing compounds of formula (IV)-(Vin), is novel and unobvious. After a thorough 
search, the closest prior art of record, Fisher et al, U.S. 5,561,142, teaches similar sulfonamide 
compounds as p3 adrenergic receptor agonists, yet do not teach the same compounds as instantly 
claimed, or their uses or preparation. Therefore the prior art fails to anticipate, fairly suggest, or 
render obvious the instant claims.
